project was not revived until 1887, 
when a new ctftnpany was formed. 
Actual work commenced In 1890*, 
but very little was accomplished, ex- 
cepting the futile spending of mill- 
ions. 


A bill providing tor an appropria- 


tion of $100,000,000 for the canal 
was introduced in the U. S. congress 
in 1S91, but it failed to pass. In 
1896, the

the completion of the canal, and a 
commission rnported that the canal 
could be built at an outlay of $118 - 
000,000 to $136,000,000. 


A later commission, however, re- 


ported in favor of the Panama route, 
which, now. completed, stands u k 
monument to American enterprlsV, 
courage and engineering ability.

The largest 
state appropriation- for this work Is 
$418,000 for Idaho, Montana conies 
second with an allowance of 1370,000. 
Ariiona receives $203,000 and Colo- 
rado (247,000. 


In Idaho, six miles In the Lolo pass 


section of the Selwsy forest will be 
built at a cost of 1100,000. For im- 
proving nearly seven miles of hlihway 
alon« the Northern Pacific road in the 
Oeur d'Alene forest 145,000 has been 
allotted, with $5,000 additional offered 
by the state. This road Is a link in 
the Tel lo wit one trail. For the exten- 
sion of the Ketchum-Clayton road to 
the town of Ketchum, a distance of 
about seren miles, $50,000 has been 
set aside.

Ail 
the Scottish kings Tvere crowned on 
It until 1200, when Edward the First 
of England had It brought to West- 
minster, where all the British sov- 
ereigns have since been crowned.
